Mayor Brown's 
Inaugural was us 


follows: 
Members of tho City 
Council, 
City 


Officials, and Citizens: 
It has long been the custom for the 


mayor of the city, upon 
taking 
the 


oath of office, to deliver an inaugural 
address. 
As a rule this has 
been 


largely a re-view of the work of tho 
various departments, with suggestions 
for tho ensuing year. It has seemed 
to me to be my duty today to discuss 
frankly and at some length those de- 
partments that have been in the pub- 
lic eye for many months past, and to 
ask your cooperation In carrying out 
such reforms as the citizens have a 
right to expect. 


Before doing so I wish to express 


my full confidence in 
the 
board of 


aldermen and common council elected 
to serve with me during the coining 
tweli'e months. I 
believe that you 


realize with me that we are placed here 
in a position of trust as the expres- 
sion of an aroused 
public sentiment, 


and that we must be influenced in our 
actions during the year, not by tho 
wishes of the few who may have sel- 
fish Interests at stake, but by the opin- 
ion of the majority. In this way only 
can a city have popular government. 
If I speak plainly in what I am about 
to say, it Is because I voice what has 
so often been said unofficially by our 
citizens during the past few months, 
Police Board 


I call to your attention the present 


unfair methods which 
exist 
in the 


matter of granting liquor licenses in 
our city. This is a subject which J 
shall handle without kid gloves. 
I in- 


tend to give the greatest publicity to 
this and to every other evil existing 
in Lowell, when no better method can 
be employed to destroy dangerous in- 
fluences that have developed under a 
bushel. I shall throw the limelight 
upon every man and 
method under 


suspicion. My acts In this, as In ev- 
ery other performance 
of my duty, 


will be open and public, and therewill 
be no star chamber 
sessions In the 


mayor's office or elsewhere down town, 
as has been the case many times in 
the past when important acts \vere 
to be undertaken, or serious decisions 
made. We will begin by stopping these 
things In the mayor's office, and I will 
compel other departments, 
including 


our police board, 
to 
transact 
their 


business In the open, for it is all the 
people's .business, and 
you citizens 


have a right to know what Is going 
on. 


I told the people that I had accepted 


no contributions for my 
campaign 


from breweries, wholesalers, or liquor 
dealers, from heads of departments or 
employes of the same, or 
from 
men 


who sold supplies to the city, and I 
-did this because I wanted to enter 
upon my duties here without a single 
Btrlng attachment. I did not promise 
a single office or favor to a single In- 
dividual, and have therefore no prom- 
ises to keep, except those I made to 
the people to be their honest'servant. 
Today I begin my first term of 
office, 


freer, I believe, than any 
man who 


ever served, you, because I am abso- 
lutely free. I can be held 
therefore 


personally responsible for every 
act 


for every appointment I make, and 
for every word I utter. 
I owe favors 


only to the people 
of 
Lowell 
who 


elected me, and I begin today to keep 
my pledges by making an analysis of 
the contemptible 
and 
dishonorable 
methods which have 
been used by 


the liquor interests 
in their 
deter- 


mined attempts to control the liquor 
business of our city, and to corrupt our 
public officials. 


There is existing in Lowell today a 


monopoly in the liauor business the 
brewers and wholesalers 
having ob- 


tained control of a majority of the It- 
censes. As mayor of the city it is mi- 
duty to find out how they did this and 
if possible, to break 
their 
dominion' 


The law allows the 
police board to 


grant not over 94'licenses on the first 
of May, and these licenses should be 
the property of citizens who have the 
money to buy and 
own 
them, and 


would be free to sell any kind of liq- 
uors they desired, and to sell pure liq- 
uors. 


Under the present conditions the 94 
licenses are not under the control of 
SH business men, as they should be 
by law. but are owned or controlled 
for the most part by the wholesalers 
and brewers, who must find Illegal 
means of getting possession of licenses 
It Is plain to see thac a majority of the 
liquor dealers are subservient to the 
dictation of their masters, the whole- 
salers, that they can sell only one kind 
of beer or certain kinds ot whiskies, 
and that they are obliged to deposit 
their money in one place. What do 
these facts indicate? 
They show that

ublic duty. 
In consequence of the deplorable ef- 
ort to perpetuate themselves in power 
and to make political machines out of 
-lublic commissions and 
boards,

lon, but Interests antagonistic to the 
>eop!e and to the public 
good

>een represented Instead. 
On

ither hand It Is evident that men have 
ought the office because of the salary 
ittached, and not because they had a 
.jood public spirit. I make these de- 
ductions from existing conditions in 
he health department, and they are 
-.nown to all of you only too well. 


It shall be my purpose during my ad- 


ministration. and in keeping with the 
pledges I made to you when a candi- 
date In the recent campaign, to give 
hese alleged political machines 
that 


lave grown up at city hall, a thorough 
nvestigation and cleaning out. and it 
will bo necessary for me to 
rely 
In 


many cases upon the support of 
the 


city government, the members of which 
vcre elected to back me UD in 
the 


neasures which I gave publicity dur- 
ng the campaign. 
I feel certain that 


he aldermen and councilmen will real- 
ze the seriousness of this, and will give

to begin than for us to give back to the

Any official who plays politics during 


She year, when he should be giving his 
entire attention to the duties of his of- 
Ice. la unfit to serve the people in any 
capacity, and I shall consider it suffi- 
cient cause for removal if such charges 
are made and sustained in the case ot 
any public servant. I shall not change 
my position upon this point. 


In considering the board of health as 


one of the most important of the citv 
commissions. I believe the city council 
and the people who elected us both will 
agree with me, that this board should 
be removed entirely from politics 
I 


am not convinced that the board as it 
s at present constituted, is in a posi- 
:lon to devote itself solely to the puh- 
Ic welfare. While, during the past few 
lays, there has been an activity amoni; 
ts members, on matters effecting the 
mblie-healthj-ln somewhat sharp con- 
trast to tho inactivity that has pre- 
vailed during the past year, it is the 
opinion, I believe, of a majority of thn 
citizens that certain acts of this same 
joard in reference to what is known 
as the "Garvey matter," have not safe- 
guarded the interests of the city. This 
jeeuliar circumstance 
confronts the 


health department. The court has de- 
cided that a man formerly working for 
:he department, and now no longer ac- 
:ually performing labor, is still legally 
n the city's employ, and Is entitled to 
compensation at the rate of 524.50 a 
week. This matter, which goes to a 
ilgber court on an appeal, cv.nnot be 
definitely settled in less time than sev- 
;ral months, and may be under con- 
troversy for two years'. 
If- it is finally 


decided that Mr. Garvey is entitled to 
compensation for all that time, the city 
must pay the bill. The matter appeals 
to me, as it does to the average citizen, 
ns being very simple. If Mr. Garvey is 
put back to work, pending the 
linal 


decision on the case, or until such time 
as he is properly removed Cor cause, 
:hen the city will not sustain any more 
actual loss, whichever way the court 
may rule. 


I do not purpose to allow this matter 


:o drag along oven a few weeks, and 
for this reason I shall later in the day 
ask for the resignation of two members 
of the board of health. I shall take 
this action on the ground that 
the 


board, as It is at present constituted. 
has lost the public confidence, and I 
trust that in the same spirit, the res- 
ignations will be sent to me as an evi- 
dence that these officials really 
have 


the public interests solely at heart. 
Municipal Register 


The problem of the unemployed must 


be solved by all municipalities, and 
Lowell must face the issue this year 
with the purpose in view of assisting 
the men and women of our city, who, 
though willing to work, arc unable to 
obtain positions. This matter I intend 
to take up In a practical manner. -My 
Idea of a municipal register, which will 
be virtually a city 
free employment 


bureau, answers, I believe, a purpose, 
and I feel certain that 
it 
will meet 


with the approval of a majority of tho 
citizens. 


I believe that an employment re~- 


ister should be kept at city hall for 
the unemployed. Them Is always a 
large number of people in Lowell out 
of work, and if anyone is in doubt of 
this it is only necessary to see the 
large numbers of men and women of 
all ages, especially at certain times .of 
the year when work is Hull, who sport} 
fruitless hours at the shops and mills 
In search of steady employment. \Ve • 
have In Lowell hundreds of homes of.* 
poverty. The distress could be allevi- 
ated in many cases if these, unforturi- 
ate ones were assisted in their hnrit 
for work, nnd if this could be done br 
the city it would be a long step *in' • 
the direction of practical charity. 
•; 


The register could be mnnapctl and 


operated with little or no expense to 
the city, possibly by the clerk of com- 
mittees, and the good that would be 
donr: to our own people would 
more 


than compensate for the trouble. Mv 
idea would be to have all the unem- 
ployed register their names, addressee. 
ago. occupations, former 
employment, 


recommendations (if any, but not nec- 
essary). and what other 
employment 


would be acceptable. 
At the end of 


each week it would be my iriep. to pub- 
lish iii the daily papers p. list of 
the 


occupations of the u:iemiiloy<\i, i^' 
their n.itr.cs, so tb.it corporations. em- 
ployers, 
householders, and business 


men would be able to see at a c'uineo 
a lift that woubl bo invaluable to thc-m 
It would be possible for an employment 
bureau to place many people in posi-

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I where it is most needed. It would bo 
I better to liela our men and v/omen to 
I get work than to make them paupers 
I in tho sight of the law, or pay money 


out of our charity department to aid 


I them. 
One of the harmful Influences exert- 


ed by members of the city governments 
in the past has been the power wield- 
| ed to control department heads In plac- 


ing men in positions as a payment for 
political favors. 
There 
have 
been 


many instances, and there are today 
In many departments, 1 believe, 0( ;r,en 
being put to work by department heads 
because 
they were told to do so by 


aldermen or eouncllmen. It is hardly 
necessary for me to say that I am op- 
posed to any of our aldermen or coun- 
cilmen asking our heads of 
depart- 


ments to find employment for politi- 
cians. Gentlemen, do not tie 
your- 


selves up In this way, it Is harmful. 
We do not want political jobs made out 
of the positions in the street 
depart- 


ment, the health department, and the 
others. If we have a municipal regis- 
ter, members of the city government 
who are besieged by men asking their 
influence to land prize jobs can send 
them to the municipal register depart- 
ment, and the honest ones will take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to get aid 
to seeking employments The practical 
use of the register, however, would be 
to keep the unemployed and the em- 
ployers In close touch with each other 
by a method of publicity which would 
•be of mutual beneiit. 
Water Board 


An investigation o'f a bribery charge

Tn this respect I shsiH not follow the 
precedents of my predecessors, who. in 
too many Instances, many of them of a 
notorious character, have 
placed po- 


litical henchmen in office for the sole 
purpose of 'perpetuating themselves in 
power, and In payment of

debts. For years our chief executives 
have Imposed upon the credulity of 
the people, and under the 
guise of 


serving them have placed men at the 
heads of departments, who have not 
been faithful to their duties, because 
they have been the puppets of dictat- 
ing and corrupt 
interests, and have 


moved because 
strings were pulled. 


Here Is found the real reason for the 
deficiency existing in many of our de- 
partments where extravagance and the 
misuse of uower have been shown to 
exist. I shall bold all my 
appoint- 


ments personally responsible for 
the 


proper discharge of their duties.

It does seem rather hard on (lie city as well as I he present incumbent 


of the office of superintendent of streets to see so many candidates clamor- 


ing for the position lie occupies. 
Mr. Morse to our mind is the best super- 


intendent of streets the city of Lowell ever hod, and that is saying a great 


deal, for we have had some very efficient and economical men in that offiec. 


None of them, however, equalled the record of Mr. Morse for economy, 


efficiency and the thoroughness of his work. It does seem like removing "a 


man from ofliec without cause to even consider the importunities of men, 
however deserving or competent, who nsk for votes for an office that is now 
so well filled. Every change in nn office of this kind is n source of expense 
to the taxpayers, to say nothing of the obligations which a change puts 


upon the new superintendent to work in n lot of heelers, grafters aiid loaf- 
ers, friends of the men who voted for the change but who are usually known 
to have no other ambition in life but to draw fat wsges 
from 
the 
citv 


treasury while doing as little work as possible. 


Mr. Morse, as far as we can learn, has always used the men under him 


fairly, and has at the same lime procured for the city a fair return for the 
sums paid in wages and for material and supplies used in the street depart- 
ment. Why such a man should he superseded simply 
because some one 


wants the position is beyond comprehension. 
It is just such incidents as' 


this which serve to bring forcibly to the minds of our citizens the necessity 
for an improved chatter, one that will guarantee permanent employment 
without political interference to every servant of the city in every depart- 


ment so long as he conducts himself properly, and gives a fair return in 
service for the wages or salary he receives. We hope the day is not far 
distant when Lowell will have a board of public works composed of men 


trained in the technical requirements for such duties, and who will select men 
of the stripe of Supt. Morse who can 
execute 
the 
duties 
of 
their 


respective offices without fear of political or official interference except for 
good cause. We need competent men who can work out ways and means 
for the improvement of our streets, roads, bridges and public buildings, 
men whose efforts will gradually beautify our city, men 
who 
will 
do 
it 


economically and do it well. 
\Ve trust that the present city government 


will conform to the spirit of the times which demands protection for com- 
petent and honest officials. 
To do otherwise would be to run counter to 


the wishes of a vast majority of the responsible element among the tax- 
payers of Lowell. 


THE 
LUCE 
LAW 
A 
FAILURE. 


One of the first measures that will come before 
the 
incoming 
state 


legislature will be an amendment to the Luce law, or an entirely new caucus 


act. 
This is very much needed because of the utter failure of the Luce 


law. 
When this law wns enacted it was generally believed that it would 


prove an ideal measure for regulating party nominations; but after a fair 
trial it proved more confusing than the old law. 
Not only does it give us a 


lower grade of candidates for public office, but it leaves the voters in the 
larger cities in much the same predicament as thousands 
were 
left 
in 


Lowel! during the last political campaign when they found it impossible to 
vole for their choice for'mayor. The law is certainly defective when a man 
has to confine himself to n selection between two candidates, neither 
of 


whom is acceptable to him, and as in the case of the aldermanic ticket, 
they were unable to register their choice in nn effective way. 
It is to be 


hoped that some system will be adopted by the general court" that will pro- 


vide for direct, nominations at the polls somewhat after the Des Moines 
plan now in operation in Haverhill. After the preliminary selection by the 
city at large, regardless of party designations, the voters nre then privileged 
in the case of mayor to select from 
the 
two highest 
nominees, 
and 


in the case of minor offices they will have a more representative group of 
candidates for office from which to make a selection. 


The Lowell Civic Association and the charter committee of the Board 


of Trade which were entrusted with the duty of reporting a 
revised 
or 


attended city charter do not seem to he making much progress. This, how- 
ever, is very characteristic of such movements in Lowell. 
We arc noted 


for starting out in an enthusiastic manner to work reforms, but we finally 
lag if we do not entirely abandon a good movement simply because some 
one is afraid to tread upon the toes of some one else. Wake up. gentle- 


men; get together and finish up the work of charter revision, and give (he 
people of Lowell an opportunity to express their opinions at the polls on the 
changes which in your wisdom you would recommend. Another year of the 
present charier might put ns on the verge of municipal bankruptcy. 
If we 


need a new charter, and we certainly do, then the sooner we get it the better.
